One of the progressive features o 


the growth of the city of Covina dur 
ing the year 1912 will be the building 
of a sewer system, if the people of 
the city will pass the issue of bond. 
at the election to be held the last 
week in December coming. At the 
meeting of the board of trustees this 
week, it was decided to prepare foi 
this election, and one of the first mat- 
ters to be done is to urge the women 
of the city to register at once, in or- 
ler that this bond election may carry 
by the largest majority possible. The 
size of the majority in a bond election 
of this kind will affect materially the 
price received for the bonds, in the 
estimation of members of the board 
of trustees. 


Now that women can vote on this 


civic improvement, it is thought that 
a two-thirds majority can be received 
which will make these sewer bonds 
easy of sale in the market. The sur- 
vey, maps' and specifications for this 
sewer system have already been pre- 
pared, and embrace the entire mile 
square. The full amount of the bond 
election is $70,000. This, however, will 
not all be expended at once, but-single 
units will be installed, which means 
that the sale of the bonds will be dis- 
tributed over a number of years.

sanitation of cities, and; if the tond 
election should not carry, the. city 
must, immediately order everyone to 
prepare adequate cess-pools and do 
away with all outside closets of every 
kind. It is now against the city ordi- 
nance to maintain outside closets, or 
any form of sewage that is unsani- 
tary, but the board of trustees has 
been withholding from action on ac- 
count of the coming bond 
election. 


The board did not believe that it 
would be fair to force persons to build 
new cess-pools at a cost of over $100 
each, when these cess-pools would be 
done away with with and condemned 
as soon as the sewer was in operation. 
This expenditure of $100, put into a 
temporary cess-pool, which will not 
last more than ten years at the maxi- 
mum will more than cover the cost of 
,each property-holder in the bond elec- 
tion. There are upwards' of a thou- 
sand assessments in the 
ci.ty. The 


cost to the property-holder of'the new 
sewer will also be distributed over a 
long space of time, while if the sewer 
is not built, each property-holder will 
be forced to build a sanitary cess-pool 
a't an immediate cost, and when it is 
built it can never be anything more 
than a temporary affair. Every argu- 
ment is absolutely in favor of voting 
these bonds, which will put the city 
on a basis similar to other progressive 
cities in Southern California i 


BUILDING FOR THE FUTURE. 
The specifications as they have been 


prepared, call for a sewer system that 
will accommodate a city of 30,000 peo- 
ple. This insures for many years to 
come the adequacy of the system. Tbe 
pipes will run down all the alleys, not 
any of them being allowed to run in 
the streets, and where these pipes are 
laid across the streets, the work will 
be. done in tunneling, in order not to 
disturb the asphalt and macadam work 
which -the city, has just completed. 
The outfall will be run to land already 
purchased by the city, and which will 
be set to walnuts. ExperL, have said 
that the land will very materially as- 
sist in retiring the bonds, through the 
raising of nuts. 


One of the important matters to be 


considered is that of the number of 
inquiries which the city has had about 
the establishing of a steam laundry in 
the city. Several men have been in 
communication with the city officials 
and with private citizens. No laundry 
:an be established here until a sewer 
is put in. The present laundry ser- 
vice which the city is subjected to, 
with the exception of one, is not at all 
satisfactory. While a local hand laun- 
dry does excellent work, it only has 
a capacity that is limited, and the out- 
side laundries are doing work of sue:

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The Good That Men Do. 


Twenty years from now, tin- utterances of President Taft in Los 


Angeles this week will be remembered as a part of the formative 
period when our great industries were first beginning to emerge from 
an unintelligent government supervision. The speeches of President 
Taft during the past year, which are echoes of his acts, will be harked 
back to by great constructive statesmen as those uttered at a tjmo 
when a president was first forming a national board of trade, destined 
to become one of the great bureaus of government, as such bodies 
already are in Germany and England. 


The writer of this editorial sat on the stage a few feet in the rear 


of the president and his party on Monday morning at the Auditorium. 
and although this writer is intensely partisan for the democratic 
form of government, one thought kept intruding as President Taft 
outlined his struggles to keep the volatile members of the house and 
senate from injudicious action, and the thought is this—that great, 
time-tempered, constructive work of a durable nature, for the lasting 
-benefit of the nation, is extremely difficult for a president to accom- 
plish under our elective system, which demands that he deal with 
frothy superficialities when speaking to the people, in order to insure 
his re-election to office. 


When some gravely important work in science or political economy 


is needed by the German government, that government selects care- 
fully the best, most available man or body of men to deal with the 
question, fits them with finances sufficient to insure freedom from 
extraneous worry, and leaves him or them alone for uncounted years, 
if necessary. 
Altogether too true is it that we Americans look upon a 


few days, or at best a few weeks, as sufficient time for deliberation on 
any question, and if, in the meantime, a man arises with a newer .and 
more inspiring note, we follow him, and leave the other to reflect on 
the impatience and ingratitude of republics. 


Taft's rcviewal of the hastily-prepared legislation on the tariff 


which he vetoed, was a dispassionate account of a dispassionate act. 
Taft's methods grip down into the very vitals of thinkers, making 
them respect him with an abiding trust and confidence, and it is 
equally true that they do not affect the unthinking, politically un- 
educated voter, except to render him impatient. It is the same 
difference that is found between vaudeville at the Orpheum theater, 
and big, human drama. One is equipped to enjoy one or the other, 
not both. 
When our president talks for an hour on the tariff, his 


audience must be made up of citizens who have followed the measure, 
and have learned the significance of certain acts of statesmanship. 


Let the volatile citizen go to hear Taft speak, and he will invariably 


go away without the flame of enthusiasm that is created by the flag- 
waving, grandstand politicians. And what a splendid tribute this 
is to Taft, who intends to stand for lasting legislation, or go down to 
defeat fighting for it. The president is not without magnetism; his 
smile is infectious; he loves the human touch, and makes friends, but 
his heart is burdened with the burden of the American people, and he 
will not step down to utter fiery platitudes, to pinch the eagle and 
make him scream, not even to please and awaken temporarily those 
same American people for whom he is working. lie knows how poor 
and short-lived is the flame that is created by igniting popular pas- 
sions. No man ever led us out of any bondage by waving his mantle 
in air and screaming age-old patriotisms. To be a Moses one must 
reflect in the wiljderness. where guidance is given to the leader, away" 
from the popular clamor, where he is not beset by enemies who would 
usurp his place ere his mission is accomplished. 


The very greatness of an act like the vetoing of illy-prepared tariff 


legislation, when to veto meant sure discontent among the citizenry, 
is something that is not rightly understood until years have placed 
their stamp of approval upon it. To deny the country the right to 
reduce the schedules on raw and manufactured wool, at a time when 
wool was as a red flag to an incited people, shows again that greatness 
and courage go hand in hand. To reduce the tariff on wool without 
reducing the tariff on chemicals that are used in manufacturing the 
cloth, as was the method of the bill in the last session, was to endanger 
a great American industry, and this, in the face of the fact that ex- 
pert testimony on the subject was being prepared by a tariff board 
made up of members of all political parties. 
To call the bluff of 


political trickery by turning down the Farmers' Free List bill, when 
he knew that this veto would create dissatisfaction among many mis- 
informed farmers, was an act of Taft done in the face of his coming 
necessity, the necessity of getting the vote of the farmer. That the 
articles placed on the free list for farmers were all on the free list 
already, is something that Taft's opponents knew, but which the 
farmer did not know. To fight for constructive measures that will 
permanently build up and make stronger a great and strong nation, 
and at the same time to continually cross lances with power-loving, 
office-seeking men of his own party, is Taft's job at the present writ- 
ing, arid he has sunk himself into the yoke, let the galls come where 
they may. 


It is not for the writer to claim a knowledge, a full knowledge, of 


the depth and wisdom of the administration. 
In his speech in Los 


Angeles. Taft said that the Payne-Aldrich bill was so involved, so 
cryptic in technicalities, that only highly-trained experts could under- 
stand it. and that the tariff board was even now working out a sharp 
and succint glossary to this bill, which would be to the American 
people like a translation out of Sanskrit into English. 


Repeatedly, the pri-sident has said that lie is in favor of the for- 


ward, progressive movement. 
Repeatedly he has warned and checked 


the progressive leaders when they rushed into legislation that was 
rash and found'-d on no good facts. 
Repeatedly he has said that the 


woolen schedule was too high. 
Repeatedly he has said that the same 


woolen schedule must be revised only through careful consideration 
of every phase, that we may not tear down a business entirely, in our 
zeal to ci,rrei-' a wrong. 


Patience, people. 
We hii\v a man of equanimity, of judicial sense, 


of charity, of lo\v. of progressive aims and ideals no\v in I he white- 
house. 
He has begun a work: let him carry it on u n t i l he may place 


it Hurely on the road to achievement. 
The building of time-enduring 


legislation is like the building of the pyramids. 
Great statesmen. 


whose names endure, whose works do remain imperishable, have never 
been leaders of spectacular charges; have never been oratorical cleav- 
ers of the air. A man can be obtained at any hour to lead the people 
with impassioned speech, but it is only in the passing of a hundred 
years that a statesman arises, and it is only in the succeeding century 
that the fact becomes known.

CENSURE WITHOUT ACCU3AL 


Grand Jury Believes Much Incompe- 


tent Work Has Been Done in 


County Road System. 


When the county stops to consider 


that $100 was spent for every mile of 
road in 1s>s Anselc-s for patching and 
general repairs during the year 1910, 
and that, the statement of the road 
overseers proves that little more than 
one-third of the mileage was actually 
worked in any way. bringing the av- 
erage cost up to $300 per mile, the 
tax-payers have a real and legitimate 
kick coining in rotation to unsatis- 
factory methods of maintaining the 
roads of the county. 


The county grand jury hns complet- 


ed a report which shows this matter 
tip. To spend $300 a mile on roads 
for the simple work of re-oiling and 
filling in holes, secerns in the estima- 
tion of the grand jury, an enormous 
expenditure with little returns. 


In the report submitted last week 


to Judge Rordwell, the grand jury 
goes into the matter thoroughly. In 
speaking of the work on the "good 
roads," wr-ieh came out of the bond 
issue of S.'!.riOOO,000, the grand jury 
says that the people should not cen- 
sure anyone for the fact, that all the 
road projected In the first, place 
IH 


not to be built.. The report says that 
the cost of these roads, pertaining to 
crusher! rock, hauling and the general 
expenditure could only be estimated 
in advance, and that great undertak- 
ings of this kind must, necessarily be 
done with some element of latitude. 
In condemning the. work\ the com- 
mission that went out of office.'on the 
ground that much work was done in 
an 
ill-advised way, the grand jury 


stipulates that the discrepancies were 
caused 
by 
incompetent expenditure 


and not through any dishonesty. 


The jury has deliberated on the 


subject of oil, and thinks that its use 
should be restricted, only enough be- 
ing used on the surface to keep the 
road in good condition and free from 
dust. 


The grand jury recommends a com- 


plete inventory of all machinery and 
tools. The report says: 


Eighty-five thousand, two hundred 


and nine dollars and twenty-one cents 
was expended in 
five and 
one-half 


years from January 1, 1000, to June 
30, l i i l l . for tools and implements to 
be used in the road work. A system 
of inventory should be in effect in 
each road district and each road fore- 
man should account for the county 
property in his possession. A compe- 
tent clerk should be employed to keep 
a complete record of all such county 
property on hand, and to have a com- 
plete list of such property or what it 
consists of in each road district. Then 
a representative of the supervisors 
should make each road overseer ex- 
change all of the larger and more 
expensive implements, such as grad- 
ers, crushers, oil wagons, etc., and 
outfits of this kind should be made to 
cover larger territories, and the work 
done in larger gangs. 


Our best information leads us to 


believe that very large losses have oc- 
curred In implements and tools and 
the loss will continue until some good 
man can be installed to look after 
the county's interests in detail. There 
may have been a time \vhen\the su- 
pervisors could 
have gotten 
fairly 


good results for that considerable por- 
tion of the taxes levied for roads and 
there may have been a time when 
their other duties permitted them to 
give this part of their work the nec- 
essary attention. 


If so. it must have been years ago 


when the road mileage was small, and 
when only a small amount of taxes 
were collected for the work. 
There 


is no one thing, except schools, for 
which taxes are levied, which is of 
such general interest to the public as 
good roads, and there is no public im- 
provement so widely or so generally j 
profitable; it is for this reason that 
the changes should be made to meet 
the changed conditions. Some good 
roads are being constructed near San 
Fernando out of decomposed granite 
from the county eiuarry, and eight and 
one-half miles of road built of wash 
grave], beginning at the north end of 
Coalinga Pass and running north to- 
wards Ventura, is a splendid piece of 
work. 
Work of this sort should be 


continued wherever funds are avail- 
able. 


This county has a valuable asset in 


the Pacoima quarry. 
\Ye think the 


decomposed granite lying south of the 
rock quarry is worth more than the 
rock, and, in fact, it will be worth 
many times more. It is from such de- 
posits as this that cheap, good roads 
can he built. 


A Bird's Barbed Wire F»ne«. 


There may be seen along the rotd- 


iWes In Central America a brown wren 
•boat the size of a canary which builds 
a'nest out of all proportion to its ap- 
parent needs. It selects a small tree 
with horizontal branches growing close 
together. Across two of the branches 
It lays sticks fastened together with 
tough fiber until a platform about six 
feet long by two feet wide has been 
constructed. On the end of this plat- 
form nearest the tree trunk It then 
builds a huge dome shaped nest a 
foot or so high with thick sides of in- 
terwoven thorns. A covered passage- 
way is then made from the nest to the 
end of the platform in as crooked a 
manner ns possible. Across the outer 
end ns well as at short intervals along 
the inside of this tunnel are placed 
cunning little fences of thorns with 
just space enough for the owners to 
pass through. On going out this open- 
ing is closed by the owner by placing 
thorns across the gateway, and thus 
tho safety of the eggs or young is as- 
sured.

a boot lace, a button boot, a French 
newspaper and a return ticket from 
the Hebrides, and so relentlessly, link 
by link, brings the crime home to tho 
archbishop of Canterbury.—T. K. Ches- 
terton in Illustrated London News.

Woodford of the exchange, listened to 
the statement of facts regarding the 
suit when the Argus presented it to 
him on Monday, but would not ex- 
press an opinion.

dustry 
have been filed against the 


exchange in times past, which have 
of trade, shows that it is probably 
not pushed to a trial, the forces work- 
ing against the exchange are simply 
trying to worry and heckle the co- 
operation for the purpose of discredit- 
ing.
